SHE GRAPPLED WITH MAN,

With a bullet wound in her left breast 
and another in her knee, Miss Caroline

She was nae and her little daughter 
Laura, aged®7 years, lay asleep by her 
side when the burglar entered their one- 
story, four-room cottage, climbing through 
the kitchen window at the rear. 

Passing through the kitchen, the burglar 
entered Miss Pope's room. A key was in 
the door of William Pope’s room which ad- 
joins that of his sister and the burglar 
turned the key in the lock, making Pope 
a prisoner. 

Then he walked towards the front room. 
Hanging from the doorknob was little 
Laura Minzi's sunbonnet. In it was some 
paper with which she had been playing be- 
fore she fell asleep the night before. 

The burglar picked up the sunbonnet, 
put it on his head and as he did so the 
paper fell to the floor. 

The rustling noise awakened Miss Pope. 

‘What do you want?’ she asked, as she 
opened her eyes. She thought the noisé 
was made by her brother. 

“Keep still or I'll blow your head off,” 
a gruff voice replied. 

Startled, she raised herself to a. sitting 
posture, ’ 

Miss Pope discerned the burglar and 
noted the queer effect of the sunbonnét on 
his head. 

Then she screamed. 

The burglar jumped towards her, a shot 
rang out, and a bullet whistled past Miss

TH, story of JlAchstern’s two inimense 
and successful wheat deals—each amount- 
ing almost to a “‘corner’’—is little known 
except among an inside few in the wheat 
pit on the Chicago board of trade, his benk- 
ers, and a few personal friends. Eut the 
story is spreading on the board of trade, 
and wherever it is talked of among the old 
@nd the new plungers, hats are olf to the 
man who has done what few have ever 
@une in that maelstrom of speculation— 
piled up profits of over $2,000,000 in less than 
@ yoar—and got away with it intact. 

Lichstern's two deals were largely in the 
May, 104, and September, 1964, options, ai- 
though there were big plunges in Juiy and 
lately in December wheat. He las been 
both a bull and a bear during this time, 
but the bulk of the fortune was made on 
the bull side of the May and Beptember 
eptions. 

The Lichstern deal in May wheat began 
very early last spring, soon after the turn 
of the year. When the whole speculative 
eommunity was bearish in sentiment and 
action on May wheat, Lichstern was quiet- 
ly buying it in large quantities. 

Before he got through he had a “long’’ 
line of 5,000,000 to 8,000,000 bushels. After 
a time the talent awoke to the fact that 
“somebody had all the wheat. " Immediate- 
ly the cry of “Armour!” went up. "and 
when it wasn't Armour it was ‘Valen- 
tioet’—A. J. Valentine, head of the Armour 
grain interests. 

These interests also were on the bull 
@ide, but it was not an “Armour” deal. 
When the excitement was greatest, when 
newspapers’ and brokers’ gossip were full 
of talk of Armour, John W. Gates, “Wall 
street crowd,” etc., Lichtstern, the rea) 
bull leader, the man who held control of 
the murket, worked away behind the scenes 
it is impossible for him to work ‘‘quiet- 
ly’’—but it was away from the limelight 
ef publicity of posing. 

He had no private wire systems reaching 
ever the country, no special correspond- 
ents, no “agents in the fields” reporting 
on crops.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—The battleship 
Conneoticut, one of the new giants of the 
navy, was launched at the New York navy 


yard this morning.

The Connecticut is a sister ship of the 
Loulsiana, and both vesselse were authorized 
by an act of Congress in 1902. 

The Connecticut was built in a govern- 
ment yard and under government super- 
vision, while the Louisiana was built by a 
private ship building firm at Newport 
Newa, Va. 

The construction of both ships has been 
followed with keen interest, as it was 
recognized that it was a test of the gov- 
ernment's ability to cope with private en- 
terprise. Much dependéd on this compe- 
tition of construction, for if the Connectl- 
cut is oompleted before the Louisiana 
most of the government ship bullding will 
be done by the latter, and it is expected 
the New York navy yard will be the ship 
building center for government work. 

The Connecticut, when finished, will be 
the finest and most powerful boet in the 
American navy, and will rank with the 
most powerful of the battleships of the 
navies of other nations. 

Notwithstanding the fact that a new 
plant had to be erected for the constructuon 
of the Connecticut, this vessel is but 8 
er cent behind the Louisiana, although 
aid down two months later.

Lava and Rocks Are Thrown to 
Height of 1000 Feet by the Vol- 
cano and Natives Fear Disastrous 


Eruption Is Brewing. 


“SHOCKS OF THE EXPLOSIONS 
FELT FOR MILES AROUND 


Wot in Ten Years Has the Activity of 
the Crater Been So Threatening, 
Though Scientists Predict Early 


Quietude.

NAPLES, Sept. 29.—The great caldron of 
‘fire, scoria and sulphur in the crater of Ve- 
auvius is bubbling again as if some witch 
of Erebus had stirréd it to anger. Thun- 
ders roll down from the lips of the crater's 
mouth, and great clouds are belching forth 
and covering the mountain side with black 
Bhadows. 

For more than a week the volcano has 
trembled as if in torment, and it Is feared 
that another great eruption will take place. 
The western crater has collapsed with a 
series of terrific explosions. Red-hot rocks 
and flaming jets of scoria are being thrown 
up to the height of 1000 feet. In many of 
the villages bordering the Bay of Nap?ts 

-gonsiderablie alarm is felt over the in- 
creasing activity of the voleano. It is 
known that the principal cone is filled with 


great fissures. 
For two years intermittent shocks have 


been felt in the villages on the lower slopes 
ef the mountain. ‘There have also been 
slight eruptions, but none of the volume of 
those of the past few days. 

At intervals severe shocks are being felt 
for miles about the voloano, and dense 
columns of dust and steam shoot up into 
the air with tremendous reports. In the 
explosions that follow one another almost 
srithout interruption, the steam on each 
occasion is discharged fully 4900 feet vertic- 
ally into the air. 

Wot in 10 years hae the activity of the 
woleano’s crater been as threatening as 
now. The physical condition of the moun- 
tain thas undergone many changes, and the 
alarm now is greater than it was a decade 
ago. Many of the older residents of vil- 
lages at the foot of the mountain slopes 
« fear that the present eruption will be more 
@isastrovs than any that has occurred dur- 
ine the past century, though scientists say 
the voleano will speedily become quiet. 


Presence of Steam 


Alarms Natives. 

The presence of the great quantities of 
steam in the recent explosions leeds many 
to fear another eruption similar to the 
7 catastrophe of 1631. The disturbance in 
that year began in December and continued 
until February, 1632. During this time the 
‘eone lost so much of its height as to be 
1530 feet lower than Somma. The flow 
nearly destroyed Torre del Annunziata, 
* Torre del Greco, Resina and Porticio on 
the southwest slope. Torrents of boiling 
Water flowed down the sides of the moun- 
tain and killed 3000 persons. 

Simce then there have been many erup- 
tions, but none with such disastrous re- 
-Sults. In 1779 the volcano projected a great 
mass of stones several thousand feet tn the 
» flr. These rolled in an avalanche down the 
) @ides of the mountain and partially de- 
Stroyed a number of villages, but causing 
ho great lores of life. 

The village of Torre del Greco was again 
Gestroyed by lava in 17%, but the in- 
habitants had sufficient time to escape. 
On that occasion Java flowed to the Bay 
of Naples in a stream a quarter of a mile 
wide. 

‘The crater then remained practically qui- 
Gecent until 1822 when an eruption oc- 
curred that continued for nearly a month.

CHEMICALS IN YOUR CATSUP 


Pure Food Congress Hears How Little 
Real Chicken and Turkey Goes 
Into Cans. 


Dr. E. F. Ladd, state food inspector of 
North Dakota, proclaimed to the Pure Food 
Congress at the World's, Fair Thursday 
that there is widespread adulteration in 
canned meats, catsups, syrups, preserves, 


state these days, and)\that in his opinion 
the same conditions exist throughout the 
country. 

In detailing the nature of the adultera- 
tions Dr. Ladd ,incidentally told several 
tricks indulged in by manufacturers and 
dealers to hide what he called their fraud- 
ulent movements. 

He said that chemicals were used to pre- 
serve old meat and vegetables, and that 
coloring matter was used generally to alter 
the appearance of food stuffs and give it 
desired flavors. 

He said he never found a can of potted 
chicken. or turkey in his etate thot really 
contained iy chicken or, turkey in deter- 
minable qvWantity. 

Hf’ said he found borax or boracic acid in 
sausages and Hamburger steaks at the 
ratio of 40 grains ‘to the pound. Sceurcely 
a ham he examined, he spid, did 1,0t con- 
tain boracic acid or borates. 

Butchers use sulphites some times, he 
said. to make tainted neat look like the 
ripened product. 

Concerns that can salmo use, he said, 
a salt containing borax, which permits 
them to declare that they are not using 
borax when asked directly. 

Of a quantity of canned mushrooms he 
examined he said 8 per cent were bleached 
by sulphites , 

Many catsups are made, he said, from 
the waste products of the canners—pulp, 
skins, ripe and green tomatoes, starch 
paste and chemical preservatives, usually 
benzoate of soda. Other catsups are made 
largely of pumpkins. 

“T have found tomato cans.’ he said, ‘‘in 
which the tomatoes had all the appearance 
of being ripe, but really were green to- 
matoes, colored with coal tar dye.’’ 

“I have found about 70 per cent of cocoa 
and chocolate I have examined adulterated 
in some way. They contain foreign matter, 
flavoring extracts and cereals. 

“Some of the chocolates were so bad 
that the manufacturers are afraid of 
ashamed toe attach their names.”’ 

Dr. Ladd then said certain manufactur- 
ers of adulterated goods apparently placed 
the wrong addresses on their products. and 
that when attempts were made to commu- 
nicate with the firms mentioned the post- 
master in the town addressed would re- 
turn the letter marked “no such firm 
here.”’ 

On the subject of jellies and jams Dr. 
Ladd was exceptionally severe. He sald 
that he found in North Dakota that gro- 
cers sold raspberry, strawberry, currant 
and other preserves, all made from the 
same products, chemically preserved, col- 
ored with coal tar dye and sweetened with 
giucose. All the kinds of preserves were 
alike, differing only in the labels. In some 
cases, he said, the dealer was furnished 
with his own labels and he could place 
them on the jellies as he chose. 

Strawberry and raspberry iam are made. 
he said. out of little more than the refuse 

roducts strained out in the preparation of 
Feliy. Tie said that even some of the best 
brands of strawberries are colored. 

He also declared that syrups and mo- 
lasses have a considerable part of glucose

Hundreds Aroused From Sleep by Dis- 
astrous Blaze Near Locust and 
Twelfth Streets. 


LOSS ESTIMATED AT $65,000 


Fahren-Becker Petticoat Co. and 
Becker-Fahren Dress Trimming 
Co. Lose Heavily. 


Fire at ll o clock Wednesday night in the 
four-story brick bullding at 1124-1126 Locust 
gtreet, occupied by the Fahren-Becker Pet- 
ticoat Co., the Becker-Fahren Dress Trim- 
ming Co. and the McDonald Skirt Co., 
caused damage estimated at $6,000. The 
first two mentioned firms suffered a loss 
of $50.000, it Is estimated, and the last 
named firm $10,00. The loss to. the bulld- 
ing is placed at $5900. 

More than © persons were sleeping in 
rooniing houses near the burning building, 
and across Twelfth street the Jefferson 
Hotel contained hundreds of guests. All 
of the rooming house occupants awakened 
and in great excitement hurried to the 


gtrect. Some carriei valises, traveling 
bags, telescopts grips and other posses- 
sions. 


Mrs. Anna Johns, 70 years old, was res- 
cued from her room on the third floor of 
the rooming house at 1120 Locust street by 
Policeman Riordan. The officer was notl- 
fying occupants of the threatened houses 
and moving out furniture. He found the 
aged woman sitting In her, room weeping 
with her pet dog in her arms. She fieaded 
that ber dog be saved, and would not leave 
the house without him. Officer Riordan 
finally carried both the woman and dog to 
the street 

Many guests in the Jefferson Hotel were 
frightened by the engines, and hurried 
down the elevators and stairs (to learn if 
there was danger. 

Twenty-two engines responded to the gen- 
eral alarm. Difficulty in fighting the fre 
Was experienced on accqunt of the network 
of étectric wires in the rear and front of 
the building. ' 

Heavy iron shutters on the windows also 
prevented firemen from getting inside, but 
they likewise prevented the flames spread- 
ing west to the Inland type foundry. — 

The fire was discovered by John Casey 
of the Salvage corps, located just oppo- 
site the street. He turned in four alarms 
and then began to awaken the sleeping oc- 
cupants of the rooming houses. 

A scene of general excitement followed. 
Half awake, frightened guests appealed to 
the police to save their possessions, while 
many began the actual work of moving. 
The street was quickly lined with half-clad 
occupants of the houses, while a crowd 
gathered in front, and when the fire was 
extinguished, an hour and a half later, the 
sidewalk was lined with furniture and per- 
@onal property of all des¢riptions. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but 
Chief Swingley said he believed it started 
at about the center of the second or third 
floor. Flames were shooting out of every 
window of both these floors when the de- 
partments arrived.

Put away the big stick! 

This is the advice of Hon. John W. Fos- 
ter, secretary of state in President Harri- 
son's cabinet. who addressed the Universa! 
Congress of Lawyers and Jurists, in Fes- 
tival Hall, World's Fair, Wednesday arf- 
ternoon. And the most distinguished as- 
semblage of lawyers and jurists ever gath- 
ered applauded his sentiments. 

There ts no triumph like the supreme tri- 
umph of peace, was the burden of his ad- 
dress. 

He raised his voice against increasing the 
navy and doubling its cost 

“The navy is too big now," he said. ‘‘Last 
year, according to reports to Congreas, it 
cost $100,000,000, and {f all the improvements 
asked for are made next year it will cost 
$200, 900,000."" 

He insisted that we are a peaceful peo- 
ple, not a warlike people, and he hoped 
that the statement attributed to the sec- 
retary of war, that he wanted to see cre- 
ated an American navy as great as the 
greatest, was not correct. 


He eaid the United States, which has 
always been a peace-loving power, had 
reached a point where caution should be 
the watchword in governmental expendi- 
ture. He declared the moment was ap- 
proaching when the people should inter- 
pose their will against a too great central- 
ization of energy in making the govern- 
ment one of military force. 

His paper was on The Hague peace tri- 
bunal. He commended it as a means of 
promoting peace among nations and made 
a plea for the continuation of the work 
which it had begun and the adoption by 
civilized nations of the plans which it had 
evolved. 

Many persons who attended the opening 
session of the universal congress of law- 
yers and jurists at Festival Hall are guess- 
ing today what Justice Brewer of the 
United States Supreme Court meant when 
he digreesed from his speech in accepting 
the permanent chairmanship of the con- 
gress to make a word-play on the Philip- 
pines and the Constitution.

Alfred Nerincx of Louvain University, Bel- 
cium, in the Universal Congress of Law-

ing’ war and war's conquests. He had 
said how glad he was that the transfer of | 
the Louisiana Purchase did not take place 
as the result of conquest nor at the end 
of war. “Not a gun was fired,’ he said, | 
“not a single life was sacrificed. The law- | 
yer and not the soldier made the transfer. | 
It stands out unique.in peaceful beauty, 
solitary amid the awful grandeur of bloody 
centuries of war and of conquest.”’ 

Coming after that, it was not strange 
that the audience construed his reference 
to the Philippines and the constitution as 
intended to suggest a contrast. 

But the justice himself says that he did 
nol mean it that way. He says: “In my 
reference to the Philippines and the Con- 
stitution I meant that the Philippine ex- 
hibit at the Fair was an exainpie of the 
progress of civilization, but that the work 
of the lawyer, which is a great factor in 
the pregress of the world, is invisible.”’ 

And Iinally, after reading the author's 
explanation of lis perplexing digression, 
there is a lurking uncertainty which it may 
tuke a supreme court interpretation to en- 
tirely clear up.

ROBBED TO LIVE IN LUXURY 


Man Lured Wealthy Victim on River 
in Launch, Then Hit Him 
With Wrench. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—In the arrest of 
a young man who calls himself Thomas H. 
Price, and a murderous assault on a de- 
tective sergeant in which the latter was 
stabbed twice, it developed today that <A. 
Z. Luebbers, an insurance broker, was a 
few days ago assaulted, robbed and left 
unconscious in a launch on the Hudson 
river. 

The aseault and robbery of Mr. lmeb- 
bers was committed, according to a con- 
fession which the police say has been 
made by Price, for the sole purpose of 
getting money which the latter had to have 
to continue to live in extravagance and 
fashion. 

Price, who is a man of athletic build, 
only 22, well dressed, with every trace of 
refinement and education, was desperate 
and threatened to end his life at the first 
opportunity, the police sergeant said. 

ccording to the story told by the polica, 
the assault and robbery of Mr, Lwuebbers 
was brought about by an advertisement in 
a New York powers r offering to sell a 
naphtha launch. Vhen a well-mannered 
young man called on the insurance broker 
at his home and resented that he want- 
ed to buy a naphtha launch, the broker 
went with him to show him that it was 
in working order. The two boarded the 
boat and set out for a run about the 
river. While he talked the young man 
held a large iron wrench in hia hand. 
Suddenly, according to the story told the 
police, he hit the broker a hard blow on 
the head, knocking him unconscious to the 
bottom of the boat. When the boat was 
in the middle of the stream, it is alleged 
that Price strip Mr. Luebbers of ois 
clothes and jewelry. He even changed 
clothing with the unconscious man, and 
then steered the launch to the _ shore, 
alighted and pushed the boat out into the 
stream. 

Mr. Luebbers was rescued and towed to 
shore and the story of his assault and rob- 
bery was told to the police. 

When Price was arrested today the pris- 
oner made a violent attack on his captor 
and other gory were called before he 
was subdu and taken to the police sta- 
tion. In the struggle Price used a lead 
pencil as a weapon and inflicted two se- 
vere stab wounds in the detective’s neck.

IRON TRADE 1S UNCERTAIN 


NEW YORK, Sept. 29.--The apparently 
conflicting reports which reach the public 
with reference to the condition of the iron 
trade are less at variance when the situa- 
ticn is more carefully studied, says the 
Iron Age. dt is hardly necessary to repeat 
that the pig iron industry with its open 
market reflect »most ciosely the gehifting 
currents of the demand. It is here that 
activity has been sustained fairiy well 
lately, quite a number of large buyers have 
entered the market. 

In the Pittsburg district about 17,000 tons 
of Bessemer and malleable Bessemer have 
betn placed and two large consumers of 
foundry tron have covered round lots. In 
Chicago several blocks of 5000 tons each 
have been taken by smelters and a con- 
siderable tonnage, in the aggregate, has 
been sold in smaller amounts. An important 
New England steel plant has jnat contract- 
ed for a lot of 12,000 tons of ple iron, and 
has taken basic pig for prompt delivery. 
In Eastern Pennsylvania several lots of 
3000 tons and upwards of foundry tron have 
been disposed of and there have been some 
sales of basic pig at lower prices than 
those which have prevailed for some time 
past. The position at the Southern fur- 
nace has not undergone material change 
lately. 

Pig iron production Is progoeeing at an 
increased rate, but the very large interests 
express belief that the maximum will be 
reached early in November and that then 
some blowing out may become necessary. 

Two currents of belief tinge the views on 
finished products. Many see a good deal 
of encouragement in the greater freedom 
with which specifications on old orders are 
coming in, and attach little Importance to 
the fact that,-on the whole, new busines« 
is slow. Others state that they did not ex- 
pect any stimulation of the demand from 
the recent reductions In prices and do not 
look for the development of a buying move- 
ment unt!] February or March. ie course 
of events in the interval must determine 
whether that buying movement will start 
at the present level or whether the wide- 
spread views In the trade that a somewhat 
lower range of prices must first be reached 
are sound.

Count Leopold Assumes Regency of 
Lippe Without Consulting His 
August Emperor. 
DEMTOLD, Germany, Sept. 29.—Count 
Leopold, son of Count Ernst, regent of the 
Principality of Lippe, who died Monday, 
has assumed the regency without consult- 

ing the Kaiser. 

Lippe is only a*tiny German principality 
with an area of 469 English square niijes 
and a population of 139,000, but it has 
gained notoriety from the open antagonism 
displayed between fts ruler and the Ger- 
Man Emperor. 

This threatened six years ago to develop 
into a serious constitutional question af- 
fecting the relations of the Kaiser as King 
of Prussia and head of the empire and the 
minor sovereigns of the federated twenty- 


five states comprising the German Em- 
pire. 
Prince Waldemar of Lippe, reigning 


Prince of Lippe, died in 18% and was suc- 
ceeded by his brother, Prince Charles Alex- 
ander, but this prince after his accession 
showed signs of mental disease and was 
comfined in an asylum. A regency became 
necessary and there were two claimants to 
the throne—Prince Ernst of Lippe-Biester- 
feld, ‘just dead, and Prince Adolf Wilhelm 
of ac 1aumburg-Lippe, the latter of whom 
was Kaiser Wilhelm's brother-in-law, hav- 
ing married the Prineess Victoria of 
Prussia. 

The dispute was referred for arbitration 
to the late King of Saxony as the senior 
federal prince of the empire, who decided 


in favor of Prinee Ernst of Lippe-Bieser- 
eld, and he accordingly entered into en- 
joyment of the revenues of the princi- 


pality, the regency being worth 7 a 
year. He did not, however. get all the 
princely atthe ye as the imper troops 
who garrison tmold were forbidden 
to accord to his children the military hon- 
ors customarily paid to children of the 
phincely house. he question of tne suc- 
cession of the regency wage left open in the 
King of Saxony's arbitration and may 
again be revived. In this case it whl be 
referred to the federal council of the em- 


ire. 

P’Should the Schaumberg-Lippe branch 
again claim the regency, setting aside the 
claim of the late Regent's son, Count Leo.- 
old, it will be based on the,;fact that he 

the German law of succession de- 
barred from ruling, not being of pure 
princely blood, owing to his mother’s de- 
scent. The late Count Ernst married Caro- 
line, Countess of Wartensleben, a daughter 
of Count Leopold of Wartenslehen, who 
married in 1841 Miss Mathilda Halbach-. 
Bohlen of Philadelphia. The song and 
daughters of the late regent, of whom there 
are six. have thus American blood in their 
veins, and {it will be interesti to see how 
the delicate point, if it ig raised, will be 
settled, and if the marriage of their grand- 
father -will ipso facto exclude them from 
the ranks of German royalty. 

The late Regent made a strong protest 
to the other federal ete of the empire 
against. Emperor Williams tele m and 
other bitter SS dg of ee al ungra- 
ciousness. “ en his Majesty,’’ he said, 
‘uses the words ‘to the Regent whirt to the 
Regent ts due,’ and adgs ‘nothing @se,’ he 
seems to give expression te the view that 
the limitation and definition of my sov- 
ereign rights as ruler abeolutely depend 
on the will of the Kaiser.
